A. The Learned Dr. Hammond is of Opinion | 
that the Word Yule ts taken trom the Latin Fu- 
bilum, as that fignifies a time of Rejoicing 
and Feftivity ; ic is certain that Fubilum 
it felf is taken from the Hebrew 711, figni- 
fying the longer and louder founding of the Trum- 
pet, which was uled co call Men to Affembiies, 
and Feftivale. And from thence we know that 
was their Word to figaifie any Feftivity either 
Day or Year. Bur the Hebrew ’ being pronoun- 
ced by moft Nations like y. and not as j Confo- 
nant, jubi/ may without any Difficulty be fuppo- 
fed changed into yudi/, And as for the other 
Change inthe Word, the toftning the 6, or turn. 
ing it into w, nothing is more ordinary. This 
Derivation of Yule is at leaft more probable, than 
that which the Puritans out of their Zeal a- 
gaint the obferving of Chuftinas and other Fe’t- 
ivals, formerly fuggefted. For they imagined 
that Chriftmas had ir firft Rice from the degener- 
ate Chriftians conforming themfelvcs co the mad 
Feafts of the Romans, called Suturnalia, which 
were kept in December in Honour of Saturn the 
Father of tie Gods, in which there was a Feaft 
offered to Ceres Goddefs of Corn, and a Hymn 
Sung in her Praife, called ¢aG@ or “tex@- from 
whence fay they, Yule is derived. But this con- 
ceit of theirs proceeded from their Ignorance in 
Antiquiry. The Saturnalia, ‘tis true were a Ro- 
man Feaft, celebrated by them in December and 
often continued the whole Month. Bur for Ce. 
ress Games, they appear not to have any thing 
to do there, but to be of the Greek Original ; and 
the offering of the Sheaf to her, (which is in- 
deed by Toeerstus Esdy: 10 and oihers called 
‘tsa@ ) was practiced only by the Heathen 
Crecks, as far as we can find.

ly held between certain Foreign Mini- 

{ters and thofe of this State. Notice was given, 
that the French had fill’d their Magazines upon 
the Frontiers with Corn from England and thefe 
Countries ; That now it muft be confefs'd, that 
a great many Pafports were granted by their High- 
Mightineffes, for tranfperting thar Commodity in. 
to Brabant and Flanders, to provide the Maga 
zines of this Srate; but at the fametime, rhe ur- 
moft Caution was taken, to prevent the Abufle 
ef 





of thofe Pafports; That if, after ali, Fraud has 
been usd by the Merchants, they ran the Rulgue 
of being feverely punifi'd for it; That ‘tis high- 
ly probable their High-Mightineffes will hereafcer 
be more fparing of fuch Pafports than they bave 
been ; That as the Enemy cannor furnifh their 
Magizines bur with Waggon-Carriage, and thar 
by impracticable Roads, efpecially at this Seaton 
ot the Year, a Defign 1s form’d, to oblige them 
ro empty thofe they now have, by giving them 
Umbrage atthe March of Troops; That ‘tis nor 
in the Jeaft doubted, bur for fear we fhou'd bieak 
thro’ their ftrong Lines, they will draw down the 
Troops that are quarter'd far upin France, to 
defend them ; and thar by this means their Ma- 
gazines will be exhaufted, beyond Kecovery ; 
Tha: Troops are now perhaps, or will be {peedily, 
on March to give chem this Umbrage; That as 
for the Magazines of the Allies, they are not only 
very plentifully provided already ; but whatever 
fhall be raken from them by Reatorn of rhe En- 
terprize in queftion may, with Eafe and at a 
very inconfiderable Expence, be made good, thro 
the great Convemiency of the Carriage by Water, 
the Rivers being sow open, and in the Power of 
the High Allies.
